Investigators learned the series of events which 
culminated in the shooting which involved Deputy Patino. The incident was 
documented under URN: 020-12806-0244-055 [EXHIBIT А]. 


During the incident, a gunshot victim was identified; however, it was not immediately 
determined if the gunshot victim was struck by Department personnel or by a suspect. 
Detectives John Duncan, 9, and Gene Takashima, Ш from the Los 
Angeles County Sheriff's Department Homicide Bureau responded and assumed control 
of the investigation. 


It was later determined the gunshot victim was struck by the suspect's gunfire. 
IAB Note: This administrative shooting review was completed prior to 
receiving the Homicide Bureau casebook; however, their 
interviews were reviewed. 


SYNOPSIS 


On September 24, 2020, at approximately 1705 hours, East Los Angeles Station desk 
personnel received a 9-1-1 call from an eyewitness who stated several people were 
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fighting at the Wells Fargo Bank parking lot, located at the 5900 block of Eastern 
Avenue, Commerce. The call was updated to indicate a vehicle description and one of 
the occupants was armed with a firearm. A call was generated and dispatched to field 
units as incident #ELA 20268-0260. Unit 27T, Deputies Thompson and Perez 
responded. During the Homicide Bureau's investigation, it was determined one of the 
suspects had discharged a firearm from outside the vehicle during the incident. For 
further refer to Homicide Bureau's transcripts and audios. 


Unit 27H, Deputies Patino and Pacheco observed the suspect vehicle travelling north 
on Eastern Avenue. Deputy Pacheco activated the duplex patch and requested 
additional units, a supervisor, and Aero to his location regarding a "Code-9" 
coordination; refer to radio traffic audio [EXHIBIT B, Dispatch 3]. Unit 27T, Deputies 
Thompson and Perez, and Unit 27F, Deputies Zamora and Romero responded to the 
request. 


IAB Note: “Code 9" is a Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department 
radio code for a pre-stop coordination. The pre-stop 
coordination is used by Department personnel to advise they 
are behind a suspect vehicle and, once given the duplex patch, 
personnel give the reason for the stop, exact location, current 
direction of travel, and vehicle description. 


Deputies initiated a traffic stop at 5635 Washington Boulevard, adjacent to an 
intersecting north/south alley. Two males, later identified as Suspects Maldonado and 
Herrera, quickly exited the rear passenger side door and together they ran north into the 
alley. Deputies Patino and Pacheco noticed one of the suspects had a firearm in his 
hand, then, a round was fired in their direction. Deputy Patino returned fire, firing one 
round from his duty weapon at the fleeing suspects before he lost sight of them as they 
continued running through the alley. 


Deputies Patino and Pacheco took cover behind their patrol car then heard three 
additional gunshots coming from the alley. 


IAB Note:  Homicide Bureau investigators determined Suspect 
Herrera was the person responsible for shooting 
at the deputies. 


Neither Deputy Patino, nor any of the assisting deputies on scene broadcasted the 
shooting over the radio.

The deputies approached the AK -É—DE and detained the driver, Witness | 


While searching for the fleeing suspects, assisting deputies saw Suspect Herrera hiding 
inside a burgundy four-door Lexus (CA license plate number | parked in the 
north alley of Washington Boulevard. Suspect Herrera exited the vehicle and fled west 
toward the adjoining north/south alley. He then ran south through the alley and across 
Washington Boulevard traffic lanes. Deputy Peralta advised units of the suspect's 
location. Deputies Thompson MN noo in a foot pursuit and chased 
Suspect Herrera south through an open dirt lot and onto Sheila Street. Simultaneously, 
Deputy Peralta returned to the burgundy vehicle and saw a semi-automatic handgun 
inside the center console. 


Deputies Thompson БТ ONES pursuing Suspect Herrera; however, they 
did not broadcast they were in foot pursuit. Deputies Trejo and Alatorre saw Suspect 
Herrera running from the deputies and Deputy Trejo drove his patrol vehicle through the 
dirt lot in an attempt to catch up to the suspect. Deputy Jones responded to the location 
of Suspect Herrera and Deputies Thompson and || Once Suspect Herrera 
approached Sheila Street, he ran west and suddenly stopped face to face with Deputy 
HS Deputy Ш. rdered Suspect Herrera to place his hands behind his back, 
but he did not comply. When Suspect Herrera did not comply, Deputy 

attempted to gain control of Suspect Herrera’s arms. Suspect Herrera pulled away, and 
Deputies Thompson О сс atakedown. Deputies Thompson, Trejo, 
Jones and HEB attempted to gain control of Suspect Herrera’s arms, which were 
tucked beneath his body. Suspect Herrera was given multiply commands to place his 
hands behind his back but he would not comply. 


Deputy Thompson believed Suspect Herrera was armed with a weapon, and punched 
Suspect Herrera six to seven times on his left side of his face. Deputy Trejo punched 
Suspect Herrera approximately two times on the right side of his face, and Deputy 
Jones punched the suspect two times on the left cheek. The involved deputies believed 
Suspect Herrera was reaching for, or concealing a firearm. Once deputies gained 
control of Suspect Herrera hands, his arms were pulled out from underneath his body. 
Deputies And Jones handcuffed Suspect Herrera’s hands behind his back. 
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When Suspect Herrera began to kick his legs, Deputy MU oie a Ripp Hobble 
restraint device around the suspect's ankles, Suspect Herre as assisted to his feet 
and escorted to a patrol vehicle by Deputies wy 

Sergeant Castro arrived on scene while deputies were attempting to detain Suspect 
Herrera. Believing there was a second suspect still outstanding, Sergeant Castro 
directed рери MM o remain with Suspect Herrera once he was placed in the back 


seat of a patrol vehicle, and to request paramedics, while he left to search for the 
Second suspect. 


While Suspect Herrera was seated inside the patrol vehicle, he began to hit his face 
against the cage of the patrol vehicle and glass window. Deputy M M M v Suspect 
Herrera commands to stop, but he refused. Fearing Suspect Herrera would injure 
himself, Deputy opened the rear passenger door in an attempt to get him to 
Stop. Suspect Herrera began to make hacking sounds as if he was going to spit at 
Deputy MEM Deputy sprayed Suspect Herrera in the face with Oleoresin 
Capsicum (OC) spray. Deputy tepped away from the vehicle and requested 
paramedics to his location. 


Suspect Herrera continued to hit his face against the window and began to kick his legs, 
which were hobbled. Deput rdered Suspect Herrera to stop. When Suspect 
Herrera did not stop, Deput feared he would injure himself further or possibly 
escape. Deput pened the rear passenger door and attempted to secure 
Suspect Herrera by placing his seatbelt on. Suspect Herrera attempted to spit at 
Deputy| Deput tepped back and sprayed Suspect Herrera with OC spray. 
The OC spray was effective, and Suspect Herrera stopped hitting his head and kicking 
legs. 


Responding deputies contained the area and ultimately located Suspect Maldonado 
hiding in a rear alley behind the United States Post Office, located on the southwest 
corner of Commerce Way and Washington Boulevard. He was taken into custody 
without incident. 


Approximately forty-five minutes after the incident, and while still on scene, Sergeant 
Castro overheard Deputy Patino tell another deputy he fired one round from his duty 
weapon during the incident. It was not until then Sergeant Castro became aware a 
deputy involved shooting had occurred. He immediately notified the watch commander, 
Lieutenant Lopez, and advised him of the deputy involved shooting. All involved 
personnel were then transported to the station. 


IAB Note: Deputies did not broadcast radio traffic that a deputy involved 
shooting occurred. 


It was later determined Suspect Herrera suffered a fractured left maxillary sinus interior, 
and right zygoma as a result of the use of force.

(13:29)- Deputy Patino requesting to have any units responding to the 998, go 
ahead and start blocking off traffic on Washington from Eastern 


(14:30)- Unit requested to respond to the hospital. 
(15:14)- Deputy LB S 208. 
(15:52)- Deputy M requested 902R to respond to 5119 Sheila Street. 


(22:50)- Deputy Palacio advised once he sets up with “Sam” unit, they will do a roll 
call on A-tac 3. 


Area Tactical (A-tac) frequency (1735 hours to 2100 hours) 

East Los Angeles Station personnel switched over to A-tac 3 for the remainder of the 
incident. A Command Post was established and preliminary investigations began. Roll 
call of units in containment was conducted. 

SCC COLD LINE WITH EAST LOS ANGELES STATION 

At 1716 hours the East Los Angeles Station Watch Commander, Lieutenant Eduardo 
Lopez, 8 immediately connected the Cold Line and spoke to the SCC watch 


commander regarding the Code-9. Lieutenant Lopez ascertained the status of Aero 
Bureau resources and an eta. 
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(03:40) SCC supervisor asked watch commander if he wants К-9, since it was a 
person with a gun call. 

(06:57) SCC supervisor asked the watch commander if he wanted a sergeant, and 
advised they were responding from the station. 

(15:39) SCC watch commander confirmed the 923’s. He is confirming if a deputy 
was shot at. 


(16:18) SCC watch commander asked if they heard anything about 923's. 


(17:24) SCC is asking to reconfirm if a deputy was shot at and to make sure a K-9 
is responding. SCC requested deputy who was shot at to identify. Unit 
27T confirmed he was shot at. SCC watch commander re-affirmed to 
Lieutenant Lopez. 


After being advised the suspects were detained and no deputies were injured, 
Lieutenant Lopez disconnected the cold line. 


SCC watch commander re-established the cold line with East Los Angeles Station 
Watch Deputy Palombi to verify if deputies shot someone. East Los Angeles Station 
personnel were attempting to ascertain if anyone put out "998" radio traffic, and 
indicated there was a female hit by gunfire. SCC watch commander attempted to 
ascertain if deputies put out radio traffic that they were shot at, but no one verified it. 
East Los Angeles Station desk personnel advised SCC personnel that deputies did not 
specify a shooting had occurred. SCC personnel were trying to ascertain if they missed 
radio traffic that deputies shot someone. East Los Angeles Station desk personnel told 
SCC personnel they were trying to figure things out, and to let things settle to see what 
happened. 


FOOT PURSUIT 


The foot pursuit evaluation was completed and submitted to IAB investigators by East 
Los Angeles Station, Sergeant Daniel Castro. 


Перше NN Thompson engaged in a foot pursuit, which was approximately 
150 feet in distance and lasted approximately one minute. Neither deputy broadcasted 


the foot pursuit. 


IAB Note:  Respective Foot Pursuit Evaluation form check-off boxes were 
marked, indicating the foot pursuit was broadcast, a Field 
Sergeant acknowledged and responded to the location. Based 
on facts collected during this investigation, it was determined 
the respective check-off boxes were checked in error. For 
further please refer to Sergeant Daniel Castro, Deputy] 
and Deputy Thompson interviews. 
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STATEMENTS 


The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. Additional 
information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the CD containing the 
digitally audio recorded interviews and verbatim transcriptions. IAB investigators 
reviewed reports authored by the involved deputies. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE DEPUTY SERGIO PATINO 


On September 24, 2020, Deputy Patino was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
Detectives Duncan and Takashima. On November 10, 2020, Deputy Patino was 
interviewed by IAB investigators. The interview was conducted at the IAB office. 
Deputy Patino was represented by attorney Amy Johnson. 


Deputy Patino has been employed as a deputy sheriff for approximately eighteen years. 
He has been assigned to East Los Angeles Station for approximately thirteen years. He 
was assigned as a detective; however, he was working in a patrol capacity at the time of 
the incident. 


On September 24, 2020, Deputies Patino and Pacheco began their shift at 
They were assigned as Unit 27H, a unit responsible for patrolling the city of Commerce. 
Deputy Patino drove the patrol vehicle, as Deputy Pacheco was the front passenger. 


Deputy Patino stated he and his partner were at East Los Angeles Station when he 
heard a call for service voiced over the radio. The call was updated to, “A person with a 
Gun.” Deputy Patino and his partner began to respond to the general area where the 
suspect vehicle was last seen. The information provided in the call included a vehicle 
description, license plate number, and suspect description. 


As Deputy Patino and his partner drove south on Eastern Avenue from Commerce Way, 
Deputy Pacheco pointed out the suspect vehicle and confirmed the vehicle license 
plate. Deputy Patino saw two males in the back seat and two females in the front seat. 
Deputy Pacheco activated the emergency duplex patch and advised they were Code-9 
behind the suspect vehicle. 


Deputy Pacheco requested additional units, Aero Bureau, and a supervisor to their 
location. Since the call for service involved a person with a gun, Deputy Patino said 
they would be conducting a felony traffic stop. As units arrived at their location, Deputy 
Patino saw one of the males in the back seat making furtive movements. Deputy Patino 
also noticed the right rear passenger door was slightly open. Deputy Patino advised 
units of his observations over L-tac. Deputy Patino said based on his training and 
experience, he felt the back seat passenger was either concealing an object or 
reloading a weapon. 
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As the vehicle began to travel westbound on Washington Boulevard from Commerce 
Way, Deputy Patino initiated a traffic stop and the driver of the vehicle began to yield to 
the right. The suspect vehicle continued to travel at very slow speeds, eventually 
coming to a full stop. Deputy Patino offset his vehicle approximately five feet behind the 
suspect vehicle and immediately exited his vehicle. As soon as the suspect vehicle 
came to a full stop, two male Hispanics jumped out from the right rear door 
simultaneously. Deputy Patino said the suspects were “on top of each other,” pushing 
each other out of the way to get out of the car. 


Deputy Patino did not initially see the suspects with a gun when he exited his patrol 
vehicle; however, as the suspects ran, he saw the suspect with the shaved head and 
tattoos, wearing a jersey, was holding a gun, later identified as Suspect Maldonado. 
The second suspect was a male Hispanic who was shirtless, no tattoos, later identified 
as Suspect Herrera. Suspect Herrera was within inches from Suspect Maldonado. 
Suspect Maldonado looked in their direction, and raised a gun, as if he was trying to aim 
to them. Deputy Patino believed the suspect was “trying to kill us.” Deputy Patino 
heard a gunshot and saw smoke coming from the Suspect Maldonado’s gun. From 
approximately ten feet away, Deputy Patino aimed at Suspect Maldonado's right torso 
and fired one round from his duty weapon, almost simultaneous to the suspect firing at 
them. His backdrop was a brick building. Deputy Patino immediately felt a sharp pain 
in his right shoulder and believed he was shot. 


Within a second or two, Deputy Patino lost visual of the suspects as they ran north 
through the alley alongside a brick building. He heard four additional gunshots coming 
from the direction where the suspects ran. Although Deputy Patino could not see the 
suspects, he was unsure if the suspects had a visual of him and the other deputies. 
Deputy Patino heard Deputy Pacheco transmit over the radio “Deputy Involved 
Shooting” (Patino Transcripts P.16). He heard Deputy Pacheco say “998” but did not 
know if he heard it transmitted over the radio or heard it because they were standing 
next to each other. 


Deputy Patino never transmitted he was taking fire or was involved in a deputy involved 
shooting. Deputy Patino also heard Deputy Perez, who was behind him, say deputies 
were involved in a shooting; however, he never heard Sheriff's Communication Center 
acknowledge the radio traffic. In addition, radio traffic was busy as personnel from 

еге transmitting the suspect's locations as they began to set up a containment with 
responding units. Deputy Patino said had he known the broadcast did not go out, he 
would have broadcasted he was involved in a shooting. 


IC ТҮ updates of the suspect's location, one of the females inside the vehicle 
yelled, "You gotta help her, you gotta help her, she's been shot" (Patino Transcripts P. 
34). Deputy Patino saw the front passenger door opened and the front passenger 
window was shattered. Deputy Patino told Deputy Pacheco he believed there was 
somebody inside the vehicle who had been shot and required medical attention. 

Deputy Patino broadcasted over L-tac to have paramedics stage at Eastern Avenue and 
Washington Boulevard until the situation was secured. 
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Deputies Patino, Pacheco, Zamora, and Perez formulated a plan and decided the best 
course of action was to conduct a medical rescue on the injured female. The deputies 
approached the vehicle and detained two uninjured females without incident. Deputy 
Pacheco contacted the front seat passenger and determined she was suffering from a 
gunshot wound to her upper torso. Deputy Patino said within seconds, paramedics 
arrived and transported the gunshot victim to the hospital. Deputy Patino used L-tac to 
advise other units of the extraction because — "m broadcasting the suspect's 
location at the same time. Deputy Patino said a supervisor was not at the location when 
the extraction occurred. 


Deputy Patino responded to the location where Suspect Maldonado was detained, and 
positively identified him as one of the suspects involved in the incident. Deputy Patino 
responded to the location where Suspect Herrera was detained, and positively identified 
him as the other suspect involved. Sergeant Castro was at this location. Deputy Patino 
said Sergeant Castro knew there was a deputy involved shooting; however, he did not 
know who was involved. Deputy Patino told Sergeant Castro he was the one involved 
in the deputy involved shooting and provided him with a safety statement. 


IAB Note: IAB investigators obtained а copy of video surveillance from 
Homicide Bureau investigators, which captured footage of the 
shooting incident [EXHIBIT J]. 


Deputy Patino was afforded the opportunity to view the video footage. After viewing the 
video, Deputy Patino described the discrepancies he observed in the video. 


Deputy Patino believed the person that shot at him was the suspect wearing a jersey, 
Suspect Maldonado. Deputy Patino acknowledged upon reviewing the video footage, it 
appeared the shooter was the shirtless suspect, Suspect Herrera. Although he could 
not see the suspect without a shirt shooting, he could see he had an object in his hand. 
Deputy Patino said the video footage is from a different angle, from a different point of 
view, and he could see some distance between the two suspects. Deputy Patino's 
perception was both suspects were trampling over each other. Deputy Patino 
acknowledge both suspects were making the same motions as they ran. 


WITNESS DEPUTY ANTHONY PACHECO 


On September 25, 2020, Deputy Pacheco was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
Detective Mark Perez, "UP East Los Angeles Station. On November 10, 2020, 
Deputy Pacheco was interviewed by IAB investigators. The interview was conducted at 
the IAB office. Deputy Pacheco was represented by Mr. Tom Yu. 


Deputy Pacheco heard a call for service voiced over the radio. The call was updated to 
a disturbance, person with a gun call. Due to the nature of the call, Deputies Patino and 
Pacheco responded to the area where the vehicle was last seen. Deputy Pacheco said 
the call indicated a vehicle description, vehicle license plate, and a description of the 
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suspects. As he drove southbound Eastern Avenue at Commerce Way, Deputy 
Pacheco saw the suspect vehicle. He noticed several people inside the vehicle and 
confirmed the license plate number. 


Deputies Patino and Pacheco began to follow the vehicle and activated the duplex 
patch. Deputy Pacheco said he requested additional units to respond to his location, as 
well as Aero and a supervisor. 


Deputy Pacheco said as they followed the vehicle, his partner advised him the 
passengers in the back seat were making furtive movements. Additional units arrived to 
their location and a traffic stop was initiated. As the vehicle proceeded to travel west on 
Washington Boulevard from Commerce Way, the vehicle began to yield next to the 
north curb line. As the vehicle came to a complete stop in front of a driveway, the rear 
passenger door opened, and two males Hispanics exited the vehicle simultaneously 
from the same door, and ran north. 


Deputy Patino offset the patrol vehicle a few feet from the suspect vehicle. He 
immediately noticed one of the suspects (Suspect Maldonado), a male Hispanic, 18-25 
years old, 5'06", with tattoos and wearing a black Jaguar's sports jersey, had a black 
semiautomatic handgun in his right hand. The second suspect (Suspect Herrera), was 
a male Hispanic, not wearing a shirt, black pants, and approximately 25 years old, 5- 
06"- 5'08." Deputy Pacheco heard one gunshot coming from the suspects' location, and 
he heard a second gunshot from Deputy Patino's direction. Deputy Pacheco could not 
see if the suspects' arm came up, but described a running stride. Deputy Pacheco lost 
sight of the suspects within seconds after they crossed the threshold of the north 
Sidewalk. His view was obscured by a brick building. He then heard a volley of four to 
Six shots coming from the area where the suspects ran and saw the suspect's vehicle 
front passenger window shatter. Deputy Pacheco said the shooting happened so fast 
he was not able to return fire since he lost sight of the suspects as he immediately took 
cover to the rear of the patrol vehicle. 


Deputy Pacheco moved toward Deputy Patino on the driver's side of the patrol vehicle, 
where Deputy Patino believed he had been shot. Deputy Pacheco checked Deputy 
Patino and confirmed he was not shot. Although Deputy Pacheco heard a shot coming 
from the area of his partner, he was not sure if a deputy involved shooting occurred. A 
few minutes later, Deputy Patino told Deputy Pacheco he shot back at the suspects. 


Deputies Pacheco and Patino regrouped, then advised units over the radio they were 
involved in a deputy involved shooting; however. D o NS 
broadcasting the direction of the suspect at the time and his broadcast never went out. 
Deputy Pacheco never advised units they were taking fire from the suspects. 


Deputy Pacheco heard someone else say "998;" however, he was not sure if it was 


actually broadcasted over the radio. He never heard confirmation from Sheriff's 
Communication Center of a 998 or deputy involved shooting. 
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Deputy ontinued to broadcast suspect location updates and heard him advise 
one of the suspects ran inside a building. Deputy Pacheco believed the building was 
the one their patrol vehicle was parked in front of. He heard the other suspect ran south 
Commerce Way, which was behind them. Deputy Pacheco was concerned the suspect 
might come from behind. [broadcasted a suspect was running back toward the 
location of the traffic stop. Shortly afterward, Deputy Pacheco saw the suspect without 
a shirt and black pants, run in front of the suspect vehicle and continued south across 
Washington Boulevard through a dirt lot. He saw patrol units following behind that 
suspect. 


Deputy Pacheco said there were additional occupants inside the vehicle. He yelled out 
commands for the occupants to show their hands. Deputy Pacheco said the female 
occupants were hysterical and not responding to their commands. He heard the one of 
the females yell her friend was shot and needed help. Although Deputy Pacheco could 
not see blood, he could see the front passenger was slumped over to the left and the 
front passenger window was shattered. Believing they needed to conduct a rescue, 
Deputies Pacheco Patino, Perez, and Zamora formulated a plan to approach the front 
passenger. Deputy Pacheco requested Fire personnel to stage on Washington 
Boulevard and Eastern Avenue for a gunshot victim, using the L-tac radio channel. 


Deputy Pacheco and other deputies approached the vehicle from the driver's side, and 
made contact with the two uninjured females and detained them without incident. 
Deputy Pacheco approached the front passenger and could now see she was bleeding 
from her neck. She appeared lethargic and was losing consciousness. Deputy 
Pacheco thought the victim was shot, would bleed out, and she was in need of 
immediate medical attention. He directed Fire personnel to his location, who responded 
and transported the gunshot victim to the hospital. 


East Los Angeles Station desk personnel asked if it was deputies or the victims who 
were shot at. Deputy Pacheco was focused on paramedics and conducting a rescue at 
the time. He did not recall relaying to the East Los Angeles Station desk using L-tac 
they were involved in a deputy involved shooting. 


Once the gunshot victim was transported to the hospital, Deputy Pacheco responded to 
the location where Suspect Maldonado was detained. Deputy Pacheco positively 
identified Suspect Maldonado as one of the suspects involved in the incident. He 
responded to the location of Suspect Herrera and positively identified him as well as the 
other suspect in the incident. Deputy Pacheco said at that time he saw Sergeant Castro 
and advised him the suspects were shooting at them and Deputy Patino returned fire. 
Deputy Pacheco said approximately ten to fifteen minutes had elapsed from the time of 
the deputy involved shooting to when they advised Sergeant Castro. 


Deputy Pacheco responded to a third location where the suspect’s weapon was 
recovered. 
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Deputy Pacheco was afforded the opportunity to view video surveillance footage 
[Exhibit J], to help recollect the events of that day. Deputy Pacheco said after viewing 
the video he was not able to recall anything different from his prior statement. 


WITNESS DEPUTY ARMANDO ZAMORA 


On December 17, 2020, Deputy Zamora was interviewed by IAB investigators. The 
interview was conducted at the IAB office. 


Deputy Zamora had been employed as a deputy sheriff for seven years, and had been 
assigned to East Los Angeles Station for approximately four years. 


On September 24, 2020, Deputies Zamora and Romero started their shift E | 
East Los Angeles Station personnel were assigned 12 hour shifts, because of large 
scale fires occurring at the time. Deputy Zamora was assigned to work Unit 27F, a unit 
primarily assigned to police the Citadel Outlets; however, that day they were utilized for 
additional patrol coverage. Deputy Zamora drove the patrol vehicle and Deputy 
Romero was passenger. 


Deputy Zamora said while working that day, he heard a call broadcast over the radio. 
The call involved a person with a gun. Deputy Zamora assigned himself to the call and 
responded to the location. As they drove to the location, Deputies Pacheco and Patino 
advised over the radio they had located the suspect vehicle. A short time later, Deputy 
Pacheco activated the duplex patch and broadcast they were coordinating a Code-9 on 
the suspect vehicle. Deputy Zamora was the third car involved in the Code-9. Deputy 
Zamora heard someone advise the passengers in the back seat of the suspect vehicle 
were making furtive movements. Deputy Zamora said since he was the third vehicle, he 
was unable to physically see what was going on inside the suspect vehicle. 


Deputy Zamora said Deputy Pacheco initiated the traffic stop at 5635 Washington 
Boulevard; however, before the vehicle stopped, the rear passenger door opened, and 
two male Hispanics exited the vehicle and ran north. Deputy Zamora stopped his patrol 
vehicle to the rear of Deputies Patino's and Pacheco's vehicle and was about twenty 
five to thirty feet away from the suspect vehicle. 

Deputy Zamora saw the two males Hispanics exit the suspect vehicle and they ran 
north. At the time, he was placing his patrol vehicle in park and exiting the vehicle when 
he heard four "pops" or gunshots. Once the suspects turned around toward the brick 
building, he lost sight of them. Before he lost sight of the suspects, Deputy Zamora was 
able to see one suspect wearing a black jersey with green markings and the second 
suspect was shirtless with colored shorts. 


Deputy Zamora did not know if deputies were shooting or if it was the suspects. Deputy 
Zamora recalled hearing four additional gunshots. He immediately ducked and took 
cover. Deputy Zamora heard deputies yell at the remaining occupants inside the 
vehicle. Deputy Zamora did not hear *998" put out over the radio, but heard one of the 
deputies yelling it. Deputy Pacheco told him the suspects shot at them. Although 
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hearing someone yell *998," Deputy Zamora was still not aware that a deputy returned 
fire. 


Deputy Zamora became aware Deputy Patino returned fire only after he and the other 
deputies huddled tog; er the shooting. Deputy Perez told Deputy Zamora he 
broadcasted a “098 MM continuously updating the location of suspects and 
guided responding units to various locations. 


Deputy Zamora said one of the suspects ran back toward their location, and ran in front 
of the suspect vehicle. He did not see anything in the suspect's hand. Deputy Zamora 
said the female occupants inside the vehicle began to yell someone was shot. Deputies 
Pacheco and Patino formulated a plan to render medical aid to the gunshot victim. 
Deputy Zamora provided cover, Deputies Patino, Pacheco, Perez, and Romero 
approached the suspect vehicle. There were two female passengers detained while 
Deputy Pacheco approached the gunshot victim in the front passenger seat. 
Paramedics were guided to the location where they treated the gunshot victim. 


Deputy Zamora said the fleeing suspects were detained a short time later. He then 
received feedback the “998” broadcast did not transmit, and there could have been 
radio interference from Deputy Zamora remained at the traffic stop until he was 
transported to the station 


WITNESS DEPUTY JAIME ROMERO 


On December 17, 2020, Deputy Romero was interviewed by IAB investigators. The 
interview was conducted at the IAB office. 


Deputy Romero has been employed as a deputy sheriff for seven years, and has been 
assigned to East Los Angeles Station for approximately four years. 


Deputy Romero said a call for service was dispatched regarding a fight where a firearm 
was involved. At some point, he heard Deputies Pacheco and Patino broadcast on the 
duplex patch they were Code-9 behind the suspect vehicle. Deputy Romero and his 
partner responded to their location. 

Deputy Romero was the third car in the Code-9, and did not have a direct visual of the 
suspect vehicle. He recalled someone advised over the radio the suspects were 
making furtive moments, such as reaching back and reaching down. Deputy Romero 
travelled west on Washington Boulevard from Commerce Way when they initiated a 
traffic stop. 


Deputy Romero said the suspect vehicle did not immediately stop. Deputy Romero 
opened the passenger door as the patrol vehicle was still in motion, so he would have a 
tactical advantage by exiting sooner and having a view of the suspects. Once the 
suspect vehicle yielded, he exited his patrol vehicle and heard four to five gunshots 
coming from the passenger side of the suspect's vehicle. He saw puffs of smoke, which 
verified what he heard were in fact gunshots, and saw the suspects running. 
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Deputy Romero recalled seeing the silhouettes of two males running north toward a 
driveway and out of view. He did not see if the suspects were armed. Deputy Romero 
moved to the rear of Deputy Patino's vehicle to take cover Bias overhead and as 
Soon as the suspects тапш neto the suspects were running. 


Deputy Romero was not aware a deputy had returned fire. Deputy Romero said he 
heard someone say "998" as he took cover by a patrol vehicle; however, he was not 
sure if it was transmitted over the radio or if deputies were alerting him shots were being 
fired at them. Deputy Romero did not know if anyone broadcasted “998” over the radio. 


Deputy Romero said the only radio transmission he heard vas oacasting the 
suspect's description and direction. advised them one of the suspects was 
running back in their direction. 


Deputy Romero saw a shirtless male Hispanic ran south in front of the suspect vehicle 
and crossed Washington Boulevard. 


Deputy Romero heard one of the females inside the suspect vehicle yell her friend was 
shot. Deputies Patino and Pacheco formulated a plan to approach the vehicle to render 
aid to the gunshot victim. Deputy Romero recalled someone transmitted over the radio 
they would be conducting a medical recue. Deputy Romero was responsible for 
providing cover for deputies as they approached the females inside the vehicle. Deputy 
Romero detained the driver and handcuffed her without incident. Deputy Romero said 
the front passenger suffered a gunshot to her chest. Paramedics arrived, assessed the 
gunshot victim, and transported her to the hospital. 


WITNESS DEPUTY JOSUE PEREZ 


On January 28, 2021, Deputy Perez was interviewed by IAB investigators. The 
interview was conducted at the IAB office. Deputy Perez was represented by Mr. Brian 
Ross of Rains Lucia Sterns Firm. 


Deputy Perez had been with the D for approximately two years, and recently 
completed N- . ——. On September 24, 2020, he was 


assigned Unit 27T with Deputy Thompson. 


They were assigned a call for service involving a fight. A description of the suspect and 
suspect vehicle was included in the call. While en-route to the call, he reviewed the 
unassigned call for service, he discovered there was a second call at the same location; 
however, the second call indicated there was a person with a gun. Deputy Perez 
coordinated the call and requested an Airship. 


Additional information about a suspect vehicle, which included a vehicle license plate 


number, was provided to responding personnel. When they were unable to locate the 
vehicle, they advise responding units of the last seen direction of the suspect vehicle. 
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Deputies Pacheco and Patino advised they located the vehicle and requested units to 
their location. 


Deputy Perez was in close proximity and responded to the area of Deputy Pacheco. 
Deputies Perez and Thompson arrived at Deputy Pacheco's location, joined the Code- 
9, and they waited for additional units to arrive in order to conduct a felony traffic stop. 
Unit 27F, Deputies Zamora and Romero arrived апо Йә now overhead. The 
suspect vehicle proceeded west on Washington Boulevard from Commerce Way. 
Someone advised over the radio to keep an eye on the rear occupants, as they were 
moving around a lot in the back seat of the suspect vehicle. 


All the deputies following the suspect vehicle activated their lights and sirens and the 
suspect vehicle, a white Nissan sedan, pulled over along the north curb line. Deputies 
Pacheco's and Patino's patrol vehicle pulled behind the suspect vehicle, while he and 
Deputy Thompson moved out to the left of them. 


As soon as the vehicle yielded, two male Hispanics exited the rear passenger side door 
and ran. One of the suspects was shirtless, and the other was wearing a black and blue 
Jaguar's sport jersey. The suspect wearing the jersey was holding a gun and began 
firing rounds toward their direction as he ran. Deputy Perez saw the suspect wearing 
the jersey had tattoos on his jawline that read, "Eastside." Deputy Perez recognized the 
suspect from a previous contact. Deputy Perez immediately took cover behind his 
passenger door and was unable to return fire. After hearing the initial two gunshots, 
Deputy Perez heard another shot coming from the direction of Deputies Patino and 
Pacheco's vehicle, but he was unsure if the deputies fired their weapons. Deputy Perez 
did not recall hearing Deputy Patino say he shot at the suspects. 


ШЕШ mediately began broadcasting the suspects exited the car. Deputy Perez said 
after taking fire, "That's when | get my mic, key it, and said, “998,” “998,” “I said it twice" 
(Perez Transcripts P.12). Deputy Perez said SCC did not acknowledge his radio 
traffic. He recalled hearing static as he was transmitting, but once he finished 
transmitting {radio transmission was clear without static. Deputy Perez said 
everything happened so fast and he did not re-transmit his “998” radio traffic, as he was 
unaware his initial broadcast did not go out. 


Deputy Perez reemerged from behind cover, and saw the two suspects running north 
before losing a visual on them. Deputy Perez heard two additional gunshots from the 
suspect's location. 


Once he lost visual of the suspects, he refocused on the suspect vehicle. 

Deputy Perez heard the female occupants inside the vehicle yelling their friend was 
shot. Deputies Pacheco and Perez were concerned about a possible injured person 
inside the vehicle, so they formulated a plan to conduct a medical rescue. Deputy 
Perez advised over the radio they would be conducting a medical rescue. 
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Deputy Perez said they approached the vehicle and detained the uninjured occupants. 
They approached the front passenger and saw she had a gunshot wound to her 
collarbone. Once they confirmed the female was shot, Deputy Pacheco requested 
paramedics to their location. Paramedics responded and rendered aid. The female 
was transported via ambulance to the hospital. Deputy Perez said a supervisor was 
responding to the scene, but he never saw a supervisor at the location of the traffic 
stop. 


Deputy Perez was later advised the suspects who ran had been detained. He drove 
with Deputies Patino and Pacheco in his patrol vehicle to Commerce Way where one 
suspect was being detained. He then drove to Sheila Street where the second suspect 
was being detained. Deputy Perez drove his vehicle because he understood the only 
vehicles that should not be moved from the scene were those driven by the deputies 
involved the shooting. He did not recall seeing any injuries on either of the male 
suspects. 


Deputy Perez said it was not confirmed a deputy involved shooting occurred until he 
met to debrief. Deputy Perez discovered no one knew what was going on, except for 
the deputies at the scene of the traffic stop. He learned no one else was aware they 
had been shot at by the suspect, nor was anyone aware he had put out "998" radio 
traffic. Deputy Perez did not recall hearing radio traffic requesting the deputies who 
were shot at to identify themselves. 


Deputy Perez notified Sergeant Castro of his actions and observations, and told the 
sergeant one of the suspects had shot at them. Deputy Perez told Sergeant Castro he 
heard a shot fired from either Deputy Patino or Deputy Pacheco. Sergeant Castro 
confirmed with Deputies Patino and Pacheco that a deputy involved shooting occurred. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE DEPUTY KEVIN THOMPSON 


On March 2, 2021, Deputy Thompson was interviewed by IAB investigators. The 
interview was conducted at the IAB office. Deputy Thompson was represented by Mr. 
Russell Perry of Rains Lucia Stern Law Firm. 


Deputy Thompson was hired on August 2, 2018, and transferred to East Los Angeles 
Station on September of 2019. He is currently assigned to work patrol. 


On September 24, 2020, Deputy Thompson was working day shift, Unit 27T with 
Deputy Perez. Deputy Thompson was driving, while his partner Deputy Perez was the 
passenger. 


They received a call for service of several people arguing and fighting. His partner 
checked the unassigned incidents and noticed a second call in the same area indicated 
a call of a person with a gun. The information in the call indicated the vehicle had 
several occupants, both males and females. When Deputy Thompson arrived at the 
location, they were unable to locate the vehicle. Units were advised of the last seen 
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direction. Deputy Pacheco located the vehicle and activated the emergency frequency, 
requesting units to his location. Deputy Thompson and his partner responded. Deputy 
Thompson was the second car behind Deputies Pacheco and Patino. Shortly after, 
Deputies Zamora and Romero arrived, апа г overhead. The vehicle stopped 
at a red light on Washington Boulevard, and Commerce Way, when someone broadcast 
there was furtive movements in the back seat and the rear passenger door was slightly 
opened. The units advised they would be conducting a traffic stop. Deputy Thompson 
saw a female driver, female front passenger, and one female and two males in the back 
seat of the vehicle. 


As Deputy Pacheco positioned his vehicle offset to the suspect vehicle, Deputy 
Thompson placed his vehicle to the left of Deputy Pacheco's vehicle. Simultaneously 
as Deputy Thompson placed his vehicle in park and drew his weapon, the two male rear 
passengers began to exit through the rear passenger side door. The first suspect 
(Suspect Maldonado) was a male Hispanic wearing a jersey. The suspect turned his 
body as he exited and started to shoot a firearm back toward their position. As Deputy 
Thompson exited the patrol vehicle, he noticed the suspect had a black handgun, which 
he did not see right away, because the second male obstructed his view. As the 
suspect shot, Deputy Thompson saw the suspect's upper torso was turned from the 
hips. His shoulders were turned slightly and his body faced north, looking to his right 
and back toward the south. His arms were extended backward as he fired the weapon 
with his right hand. 


Deputy Thompson described the second suspect (Suspect Herrera) as a male Hispanic 
without a shirt and black shorts. As the second suspect exited the vehicle, he gripped 
his shorts. He did not see a weapon but noticed a significant bulge in his shorts. 
Deputy Thompson heard two shots, and took cover, causing him to slightly lose sight of 
the suspects. He heard shots being fired after the initial first two gunshots. He believed 
all the gunshots came from the suspect's direction. He saw muzzle flash and the front 
passenger window of the suspect vehicle shatter. He believed the suspect's bullet 
struck the window. 


Deputy Thompson heard his partners say "998," and "shots fired." He was unsure if it 
was over the radio, because deputies were taking cover. Deputy Thompson did not 
know there was a deputy involved shooting. Deputy Thompson never transmitted "998" 
or "shots fired." When he heard "998," he understood a weapon was fired, but he did 
not make an assumption as to who had fired it, and did not think a deputy fired. 


Deputy Thompson heard Aero giving direction of travel of the fleeing suspects. 
Deputies Pacheco, Patino, and Perez focused on the suspect vehicle while Deputies 
Thompson and Zamora focused behind. He saw the male suspect wearing the jersey 
ran south Commerce Way across Washington Boulevard. Deputy Thompson did not 
see a weapon in his hand. He lost sight of the suspect once he reached the post office. 
Deputy Thompson са есе units to the suspect's location NNNM 
broadcasted an individual exited out of the alley. Other units were at the mouth of the 
alley and advised the location and direction of travel of the suspect. 
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Deputy Thompson heard on the radio the second suspect (Suspect Herrera) was now 
running west through the alley toward them. He took a position by his vehicle and 
advised his partners the suspect was coming back. Deputy Thompson drew his 
weapon, and gave the suspect commands as the suspect ran south through the 
driveway with his fists clenched. As the suspect continued south, Deputy Thompson 
Saw a patro | avelling eastbound on Washington Boulevard and stopped. He 
saw Dou lll i was approximately fifteen to twenty yards away, step out of 
the vehicle as Suspect Herrer: e center median of Washington Boulevard. 
Deputy Thompson saw > К in foot pursuit of the suspect. 


Deputy Thompson yelled at Suspect Herrer; s he ran south from his patrol 
vehicle. Deputy Thompson ran after Deputy ааай rie approximately ten to fifteen 
feet behind. They ran through a dirt lot, an approximate length of one block, until he 
came across some barriers, and then proceed west onto Sheila Street. Deputy 
Thompson did not broadcast he was in a foot pursuit because units were still on the 
patch and coordinating the containment of the other suspect. They were actively trying 
to contain the suspect who had initially shot at them and was unsure if he still had the 
weapon. 


The suspect was slow in rounding the corner and began to tire out. Deputy —— | 
told Suspect Herrera "Give me your hands and stop" (Thompson Transcripts P. 37). 


Deputy| grabbed the suspect's shoulders, slid his hands down across his arms 
and biceps, їп an attempt to bring the suspect's hands behind his back. The suspect 
began to twist his upper torso and attempted to „ай what Deputy Thompson 
believed was an attempt to break free from Deputy] Suspect Herrera began to 
lower his center of gravity by planting his feet and bending his legs at his knees. 


Deputy Thompson grabbed the suspect's arms to handcuff to him; however, the suspect 
did not comply with commands. Deputy Thompson felt the suspect became tense, rigid, 
and resisted Deputy {attempts to control his arms. Deputy Thompson made 
the decision to take the suspect to the ground, reducing the risk of the suspect reaching 
for his waistband. He felt it would be easier to control the suspect on the ground, and to 
prevent him from running away and potentially escaping. 


Deputy Thompson guided the suspect to the ground by his shoulders. As he grabbed 
Suspect Herrera's shoulders, he used a front leg sweep, using his right leg to disrupt 
the suspect's balance. Once his balance was disrupted, and Deputy MM hac 
control of his biceps, the suspect was taken to the ground. Once on the ground, the 
suspect placed his arms underneath his stomach. Deputy Thompson believed the 
suspect might be reaching for a weapon. Deputy Thompson said he gave the suspect 
additional commands, "Give us your hands" (Thompson Transcripts P. 38). 


Deputy Thompson feared the suspect was going to reach for a weapon and feared for 
the safety of himself and his partner. Deputy Thompson hit the suspect on the left side

of the mouth and jaw, with his right fist approximately six to seven times. Once Suspect 
Herrera's hands were controlled, he stopped punching the suspect. The suspect's head 
did not hit the ground when he was taken down; however, while on the ground he did 
move his entire body, thrashing his arms, upper body, and legs. It is possible he would 
have received abrasions on his face as he thrashed on the gravel. Deputy Thompson 
described the street as dirty, not well maintained, with loose gravel, dirt, and sharp 
stones. 


Deputy Thompson recalled Deputy Trejo arrived and attempted to handcuff the suspect. 
Deputy Thompson did not recall who, but knew someone else delivered strikes to the 
suspect, and helped Deputy A u i out the suspect's arms from his waistband. 
Once they controlled the suspect's hands, Deputy Thompson began to control the 
suspect's shoulders and back. Deputy Thompson placed his hands on the suspect's 
shoulder and placed his shin across his back. He did this technique to prevent the 
suspect from lifting himself or harming himself while the suspect continued to thrash on 
the pavement. 


Deputy Thompson noticed the suspect began to kick his legs. Deputy Thompson 
moved to control the suspect's legs by using his shin across the back of the suspect's 
thighs. Suspect Herrera began to kick from his knees down, simulating a mule kick, 
kicking his legs backward toward the small of his back. Deputy Thompson was able to 
cross the suspect's ankles and another deputy handed him a Ripp Hobble. Deputy 
Thompson placed a Ripp Hobble restraint device on the suspect's legs, which 
prevented him from kicking. He stepped away, and did not see if the suspect had any 
injuries. 


IAB investigators asked Deputy Thompson if he told his partners the suspect shot at 
him and other deputies. Deputy Thompson assumed it was known and thought radio 
traffic had been put out. Deputy Thompson did not mention the suspect shot at him 
until the apprehension of the second suspect. He told Sergeant Castro the suspect shot 
at deputies. 


Deputy Thompson said a sergeant was present at the arrest of Suspect Herrera. At the 
end of the force he told Sergeant Castro he used forced; however, their conversation 
lasted only seconds. He told Sergeant Castro there was still another outstanding 
suspect. 


IAB investigators asked Deputy Thompson if Sergeant Castro was notified the suspects 
shot at him. Deputy Thompson said “Мо.” Deputy Thompson did not know if Sergeant 
Castro was aware deputies were shot at. He assumed Sergeant Castro knew they 
were shot at since his partner had broadcast "998." Sergeant Castro asked Deputy 
Thompson if he was alright, Deputy Thompson assumed Sergeant Castro was talking 
about the same situation. He only spoke to Sergeant Castro for a few seconds before 
he left toward the post office, where the second suspect was being detained. 
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Deputy Thompson arrived at the scene where Suspect Maldonado was being detained. 
Deputy Thompson observed deputies taking the suspect into custody, but he did not 
assist. He did not observe anyone force. He did not see any injuries on Suspect 
Maldonado, but recognized him as the suspect who shot at him. 


Deputy Thompson recalled being upset and said something to the effect of, "How dare 
you shoot at me" (Thompson Transcripts P. 57). Deputy Thompson recalled Sergeant 
Castro overhearing him and asked, "You were shot at?" (Thompson Transcripts P. 
52). Deputy Thompson turned toward Sergeant Castro and said, "Of course we were 
Shot at, like how did you not know that?" Deputy Thompson said that was the extent of 
his conversation with Sergeant Castro before he left to assist in another situation. He 
did not think there needed to be a conversation to explain what occurred, not realizing 
the information was not general knowledge. Deputy Thompson was not asked who shot 
at him or who he was with. Not much longer after that, someone asked over the radio 
to confirm if deputies were shot at. Deputy Thompson said he acknowledge and said, 
"Yes, this is 27T, we were shot at" (Thompson Transcripts P. 52). He believed it was 
about twenty minutes after the shooting. 


Deputy Thompson recognized Suspect Maldonado from a previous contact and 
recognized the "Eastside" tattoo on his jawline. During his previous contact with the 
suspect, he became aware he was from the gang White Fence. 


IAB Note: 


Deputy Thompson understood his responsibility to notify his supervisor whenever he is 
involved in a use of force or foot pursuit. He did not recall what he specifically told his 
sergeant, or when he told him. Deputy Thompson said a lot of information was 
exchanged after everything settled. He was not aware Deputy Patino fired his weapon 
during the incident, and only became aware of it hours later.

When they arrived, East Los Angeles Station personnel 
were broadcasting on the duplex patch and they were Code-9 behind the suspect 
vehicle, a white Nissan. 
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ЭРУ. vas monitoring radio frequency Dispatch 3, an assigned frequency for 
East Los Angeles Station. As soon as they were overhead, the suspect vehicle stopped 
and o oe exited from the rear passenger door, almost simultaneously. 
Deput egan to broadcast the suspect's description and their direction to 
responding units. A containment was set up as he directed units to the location of the 
suspects. 


Deputy Aic not hear deputies broadcast they were involved in a shooting, nor 
did he see or hear gunshots. He did not see any deputies involved in a foot pursuit 
during the entire incident, nor did he observe any force. He noticed one suspect put his 
hands up and gave up before he refocused his attention on the detention of the other 
suspect behind the United States Post Office. 


рериу —— ic not realize there was a deputy involved shooting until minutes later 
when he heard a deputy say there was a gun involved and deputies were shot at. 


DEPUTY EDWARD LOONEY 


On February 4, 2021, Deputy Looney was interviewed by IAB investigators. The 
interview was conducted at Bracket Airfield in the city of La Verne. 


pai -— is currently assigned to Aero Bureau as a Pilot. Prior to that, he was a 


On September 24, 2020, he heard over the scanner the duplex patch was open on 
Dispatch 3. Prior to that, he received a person with a gun call in the city of Commerce. 
It appeared deputies located the suspect vehicle and he began to respond. 


Once he arrived overhead, he saw patrol vehicles lined up behind the suspect vehicle. 
Deputy Looney said as a pilot, he is not able to see everything since he has to 
concentrate on flying the aircraft. Although he did not see when the suspect vehicle 
yielded, he did see two suspects exit the vehicle and run. 


Deputy Looney never saw or heard gunshots during the incident; however, he said it 
would be very difficult to hear gunshots at 400 to 500 feet above the ground. 

Deputy Looney tried to maintain an orbit over the suspects to allow pom аш. 
broadcast their location. Deputy Looney did not recall hearing there was a deputy 
involved shooting, or that deputies were taking fire. Deputy Looney said it is common 
for field personnel and Aero Bureau personnel to talk over each other on the radio, and 
some radio traffic could be unheard. 


Deputy Looney did not see deputies involved in a foot pursuit, but recalled a patrol 
vehicle following about 100 feet behind the shirtless suspect as he ran.

He has 
been assigned to East Los Angeles Station since 2017. On September 24, 2020, 
DM vas assigned to work with Deputy Jones in Unit 23, a unit primarily 
responsible for patrolling the area of East Los Angeles. Deputy Jones drove the patrol 
vehicle and Deputy ЕШ. - the passenger. 


Deputy Pacheco initiated emergent traffic over Dispatch 3. As he and his partner 
arrived at the 5200 block of Washington Boulevard, he heard the Aero unit bro. 

the suspect was running in their direction, south toward Sheila Street. Danuty MM 
exited his vehicle and was about forty feet from Deputies Pacheco and Patino. Aero 
described the suspect as a male Hispanic with no shirt, and wearing black pants. As 
Deputy 8 ooked to his left, he saw the suspect, later identified as Suspect 
Herrera, running toward his patrol vehicle. 


ЭРУ vc Suspect Herrera commands to stop and to show his hands. The 
suspect was approximately four feet away from him and Deputy TEE ina 
foot pursuit of the suspect. Based on the information in the call, he believed the suspect 
was armed with a gun; however, he did not see anything in the suspect's hands. 


Deputy MR МИЙ to put out radio traffic of his foot pursuit, but realized his 
radio transmission did not transmit, as he was on the wrong radio frequency. He 
maintained his focus on the suspect and did not attempt any additional radio 
transmissions. Deputy Thompson was behind Deputy as they were pursuing 
Suspect Herrera. Deputy MU there were a lot of deputies present, as well as 
Aero overhead, so he was not concerned about their safety or that nobody knew where 
he was. 


During the interview, Deputy vas provided with a copy of a street map of the 
area where the incident occurred. Upon viewing the map, Deputy —— indicated he 
initiated a foot pursuit of Suspect Herrera at the 5200 Block of Washington Boulevard. 
He chased Suspect Herrera south through an open dirt lot. Once Suspect Herrera 
reached Sheila Street, he continued west on Sheila Street. Deputy asec 
Suspect Herrera approximately 150 feet in approximately one minute, until the suspect 
came to a stop on the west traffic lane of Sheila Street (Refer to Pursuit Evaluation 
Form and attachments). 


Рериу said the suspect suddenly stopped approximately five feet away from 
him, placed his hands up, and faced him. He gave Suspect Herrera commands to turn 
around in order for the suspect to face away from him and place his hands behind his 
back. Suspect Herrera did not comply and continued to move around. Deputy

As Deputy Thompson grabbed the suspect's left arm, the suspect attempted to break 
free from Deputic lian Thompson. Deputy Thompson grabbed the suspect by 
his shoulders and they were able to bring the suspect to the ground. Suspect Herrera 
landed on his stomach. Deputy RU the suspect did not hit his head on the 

round. The suspect immediately placed his hands underneath his waistb. ty 
ERN: not know if the suspect was trying to reach for a gun. My sg 
attempted to bring the suspect's arms out from underneath his stomach. The suspect 
continued to pull his arms toward his waistband area. 


Оериу 00.25 able to grab the suspect's right arm, and tried to place his hands 
behind his back. Deputy Thompson tried to get the suspect's left arm. The suspect 
was still not complying, and they were unable to place the suspect’s hands behind his 
back. The suspect moved and thrashed his body back and forth. Deputy Thompson 
leaned against the top of Suspect Herrera, then moved down to the suspect's left arm. 
The suspect overpowered both deputies. У tru ogie d with the suspect's 
right arm for a while before additional deputies arrived to assist him in removing the 
suspect's hands from underneath his stomach. Deputy Trejo arrived and took control of 
the suspect's right arm. Deputy shifted his focus to the suspect's left arm.

Deputy аш... have used different tactics, such as being on the correct radio 
frequency, and advising he was in foot pursuit. Беру о not consider 
terminating his foot pursuit after realizing he was on the wrong frequency, because Aero 
was overhead and Deputy Thompson was behind him. He believed Aero would be 
transmitting his foot pursuit, since they were transmitting the suspect's direction. 

Deputy MEM i if he could have done anything differently, he would have 
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considered stopping and advising units of the suspect's last seen direction, and 
attempting to contain him. 


Deputy — Bi and responded to the original traffic stop. When he arrived, 
Deputies Pacheco and Patino said they had to clear the suspect vehicle. Once the 
vehicle was cleared, they determined there was a female who had been shot. Deputy 

id not know where she was shot. Fire personnel staged nearby to transport 
the injured female. Once paramedics arrived. the gunshot victim was placed on a 
gurney. Deputy Pacheco directed Deputy| to follow the ambulance to the 
hospital. Deputies| nd Jones left the scene and responded to LAC+USC 
Medical Center (LCMC). 


Deputy NN is not know there was a deputy involved shooting. He also did not 
know how the female occupant was shot. He was made aware of the deputy involved 
shooting hours later while he was at the hospital. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE DEPUTY SERGIO TREJO 


On March 24, 2021, Deputy Trejo was interviewed by IAB investigators at the IAB office. 
Deputy Trejo was represented by his attorney Amy Johnson from Rains Lucia Stern 
Law Firm. 


Deputy Trejo has been a deputy sheriff for approximately eight years. He has been 
assigned to East Los Angeles Station since 2015, working in a patrol capacity. 


On September 24, 2020, Deputy Trejo was assigned to Unit 28H, a unit primarily 
assigned to patrol the city of Maywood. He was working with Deputy Alatorre. 


Deputy Trejo was responding to a call for service when he heard emergent radio traffic 
broadcasted on the duplex patch. Deputies Patino and Pacheco advised they were 
Code-9 behind the suspect vehicle, and began to coordinate units to their location. 


As Deputy Trejo approached the corner of Commerce Way and Washington Boulevard, 
he saw a male Hispanic (Suspect Herrera) running south across the center median and 
into the eastbound lanes of Washington Boulevard. Suspect Herrera ran onto the 
sidewalk and through a dirt lot. Deputy Trejo immediately saw a deputy in foot pursuit 
of the suspect. Deputy Trejo drove west on Washington Boulevard and into the dirt lot 
in order to help detain Suspect Herrera. As he drove through the dirt lot, he saw 
deputies, possibly three, on foot behind the suspect. Deputy Trejo stopped at the end 
of the dirt lot, where a cement barrier prevented him from driving any further. He exited 
his vehicle and saw Suspect Herrera on the ground, facedown. 


Deputy Thompson was attempting to control Suspect Herrera’s arms and elbows, as he 
was attempting to pull Suspect Herrera's hands out from underneath his body. 
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Suspect Herrera was not cooperating with Deputy Thompson and kept his hands tucked 
under his body and waistband area. Deputy Trejo feared Suspect Herrera was 
attempting to retrieve a firearm. 


Deputy Trejo approached and told Suspect Herrera, “Give us your hands. Cooperate. 
Give us your hands" (Trejo Transcripts P.7). Suspect Herrera did not comply and 
forcefully kept his hands under his body. Fearing Suspect Herrera might reach for a 
weapon, Deputy Trejo punched the suspect twice in the right cheek and jaw with his 
right fist. He continued to give the suspect commands to give up his hands and to 
cooperate. The suspect's hands remained under his body, and he shifted his weight 
from side to side in a thrashing motion so deputies could not grab his right arm. 
Suspect Herrera forcefully pulled his arms under his body. Deputy Trejo was able to 
hold one of the suspect's arm. Deputy Trejo grabbed the suspect's right elbow with his 
right hand and the suspect's right wrist with his left hand, pinning his right arm to his 
lower back. Deputy END as able to secure the handcuffs on the suspect's wrist. 
As soon as the suspect's hands were secure, Deputy Trejo stepped away from the 
suspect. Deputy Trejo saw Sergeant Castro and advised him of the force he used. 
Deputy Trejo did not see any injuries on the suspect, nor did he hear him complain of 
pain. 


Deputy Trejo responded to Washington Boulevard and Commerce Way, where the 
second suspect was detained. Several deputies and sergeants were at the location. 
While there, Deputy Thompson told Deputy Trejo the suspects had shot at him. Deputy 
Thompson said, "They fuckin shot, they shot at me" (Trejo Transcripts P. 22). Up to 
this point, Deputy Trejo was unaware a shooting had occurred. 


Once Deputy Trejo learned the suspects had shot at deputies, he broadcasted the 
information over the radio (Trejo Transcripts P.22). 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE DEPUTY JOSHUA JONES 


On March 25, 2021, Deputy Jones was interviewed by IAB investigators at the ІАВ 
office. Deputy Jones was represented by his attorney Russell Perry from Rains Lucia 
Stern Law Firm. 


Deputy Jones was hired by the Department in December 2015. He has been assigned 
to East Los Angeles Station since October of 2018. 


On —— 24, 2020, Deputy Jones was assigned to work Unit 23, with Deputy 


Deputy Jones responded to a fight call on the 5500 block of Slauson Avenue, 
Commerce. While en route, the call was updated advising a person wearing black 
jeans and shirtless was last seen with a firearm and inside a white Nissan. As they 
drove to the location, Unit 27H, Deputies Pacheco and Patino, advised they located the 
vehicle and were on the duplex patch preparing to conduct a felony traffic stop. 
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Deputies broadcasted the vehicle had yielded and two passengers exited the vehicle 
and ran in separate directions. Aero broadcasted one suspect ran south across 
Washington Boulevard through the center divider and was now running across 
eastbound lanes. 


Deputy Jones saw Suspect Herrera with no shirt, black pants, matching the description 
of the person last seen with a gun, run past his patrol vehicle. Deputy MM xi 
the patrol vehicle and ordered the suspect to stop. Suspect Herrera continued to run 
through a vacant lot directly south of them, which was approximately 150 feet long. 


Deputy Jones saw Deputies Thompson Е. ino Suspect Herrera. Deputy 
Jones was unable to drive his vehicle over the curb to reach his partner, so he exited 
his vehicle and ran toward them. Another patrol unit was able to get onto the dirt lot and 
followed. Deputy Jones ran toward his partners and Suspect Herrera. Suspect Herrera 
was on the ground surrounded by Deputies | Trejo, and Thompson. Suspect 
Herrera was attempting to kick his feet at the deputies. Deputies were trying to get 
Suspect Herrera's hands out from underneath his body. 


Based on his training and experience, Deputy Jones knew suspects conceal firearms in 
their waistband, and the suspect was last seen with a firearm. In an attempt to gain 
control of Suspect Herrera's hands, Deputy Jones kneeled on Suspect Herrera's left 
upper body and punched Suspect Herrera twice on the face, striking him in the left 
cheek. Deputy Jones noticed Suspect Herrera loosened the tension from his arm, 
allowing deputies to pull Suspect Herrera's arm free from beneath his body. 


Deputy Jones saw Deputy Trejo on Suspect Herrera's upper body. They were all trying 
to control Suspect Herrera's arms and feet in order to pull his arms out from underneath 
his body. Deputy Jones told the suspect to give up his hands, show his hands, and 
remove them from his waist. After Deputy Jones hit the suspect in the face, Suspect 
Herrera loosened the tension from his arm, allowing Deputy Jones to pull the suspect's 
left bicep away from his body. He then grabbed ahold of Suspect Herrera's wrist, and 
moved his arm back and held it against his back. 


Deputy assisted Deputy Jones in controlling Suspect Herrera’s left arm and 
someone else handcuffed Suspect Herrera. Additional deputies arrived and they were 
able to lift Suspect Herrera up and escorted him to a nearby patrol vehicle. Deputy 
Jones did not see if the suspect had any injuries. Deputy Jones reported his use of 
force to Sergeant Castro who was at the scene. 


Deputy Jones said he was not aware deputies were shot at until after the use of force 
occurred, which was approximately thirty minutes into the incident. Deputy Jones 
learned about the shooting after he met up with the deputies who were originally at the 
traffic stop and someone said, "We were shot at" (Jones Transcripts Р. 19).

DEPUTY JAIME ALATORRE 


On March 24, 2021, Deputy Alatorre was interviewed by IAB investigators at the IAB 
office. Deputy Alatorre was represented by his attorney Amy Johnson from Rains Lucia 
Stern Law Firm. 


Deputy Alatorre responded with his partner Deputy Trejo to the area of Commerce Way 
and Washington Boulevard regarding emergent radio traffic of a person with a gun call. 
When he arrived, he saw a male running south through Washington Boulevard. Deputy 
Alatorre saw several patrol vehicles along the north curb of Washington Boulevard. The 
suspect emerged from in front of the patrol vehicle and ran south through the 
westbound and eastbound lanes of Washington Boulevard. Deputy Alatorre saw a 
deputy chasing the suspect across Washington Boulevard. Deputy Alatorre said his 
partner, Deputy Trejo, drove down Washington Boulevard then south into a dirt lot. The 
suspect was running through the dirt lot followed by two deputies. 


Their patrol vehicle came to a stop at the end of the dirt lot, approximately 40 to 45 feet 
from where the deputies and the suspect were running. Several concrete barriers 
prevented their vehicle from continuing forward. Deputy Alatorre exited the patrol 
vehicle as his partner ran several feet ahead of him. Deputy Alatorre momentarily lost 
visual of his partner and the suspect as his view was obstructed by a box truck parked 
along the north curb line. As he went around the box truck, he saw Deputy Thompson 
on top of the suspect holding him down. It did not appear the suspect was resisting. 
Several deputies surrounded the suspect, which obstructed his view. 
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He refocused his attention on vehicular traffic in the area, since there was sufficient 
personnel dealing with the suspect. Deputy Alatorre monitored radio traffic and realized 
there was a second suspect who was outstanding in the area east of their location. He 
maintained a visual of the area looking for the any other possible suspects. 


Deputy Alatorre did not witness any force, nor did he recall hearing deputies or the 
suspect say anything. His contact with the suspect was approximately one minute 
before leaving the scene to search for the second suspect. 


Deputy Alatorre did not know deputies were shot at or that there was a deputy involved 
shooting. He did not recall hearing “998” over the radio. It was not until the suspects 
were in custody, and his partner Deputy Trejo advised him deputies were shot at, that 
he realized a weapon was discharged by the suspects. 


On February 17, 2021, Deputy Butt was interviewed by IAB investigators at the IAB 
office. Deputy Butt had been with the Department for approximately eight years, and 
assigned to East Los Angeles Station for five years. 


On September 24, 2020, he was working patrol as Unit 20E1, a unit assigned to the 
Special Problems Team. He was working a one man car at the time of the incident. 


On September 24, 2020, Deputy Butt heard emergent radio traffic over Dispatch 3. The 
radio traffic indicated the suspect vehicle was located and two male suspects exited the 
vehicle and fled. Deputy Butt responded to Washington Boulevard, the location where 
one of the suspects was last seen. 


Deputy Butt, along with several other deputies searched for the suspect. At some point 
Deputy Butt heard someone yell the suspect was located behind an iron gate at the rear 
of the post office. He ran to the location and saw the suspect, later identified as 
Suspect Maldonado, hiding in an alcove behind an accordion-style iron gate. Deputy 
Butt described the gate as six to eight foot high, with a three foot gap between the top of 
the gate of the ceiling of the alcove.

Deputy Butt had been with the Department for approximately eight years, and 
assigned to East Los Angeles Station for five years. 


On September 24, 2020, he was working patrol as Unit 20E1, a unit assigned to the 
Special Problems Team. He was working a one man car at the time of the incident. 


On September 24, 2020, Deputy Butt heard emergent radio traffic over Dispatch 3. The 
radio traffic indicated the suspect vehicle was located and two male suspects exited the 
vehicle and fled. Deputy Butt responded to Washington Boulevard, the location where 
one of the suspects was last seen.

DEPUTY CHRISTINE MOGUEL 


On February 17, 2021, Deputy Moguel was interviewed by IAB investigators at the IAB 
office. Deputy Moguel has been with the Department for approximately thirteen years, 
and assigned to East Los Angeles Station for four years. 


On September 24, 2020, she was assigned Unit 23, a unit assigned to patrol the city of 
East Los Angeles. She was working with Deputy Navarrete. 


On September 24, 2020, Deputy Moguel heard emergent radio traffic and responded to 
where deputies were conducting a pre-stop coordination of armed suspect inside a 
vehicle. As she was responding, the handling unit advised two suspects fled from the 
suspect vehicle. They were advised of the direction the suspects ran. She recalled the 
suspects were described as male Hispanics and were last seen running in the alley 
toward the post office. 


When she arrived at the alley, she saw several patrol vehicles and deputies searching 
the parking lot, where a containment was set up. She noticed a small walkway leading 
to a rear door of the post office where she saw Suspect Maldonado hiding up against 
the wall. Suspect Maldonado was behind an accordion gate with a padlock. Suspect 
Maldonado told Deputy Moguel, “Don’t shoot” (Moguel Transcripts P. 6). Suspect 
Maldonado obeyed her commands and placed his hands in the air while she detained 
him at gunpoint. 
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Deputy Moguel advised she was detaining the suspect at gunpoint, utilizing her 
handheld radio. Several deputies responded to her location. Because the gate was 
locked with a padlock, Suspect Maldonado told the deputies he would climb back over. 


Deputies Butt and Navarrete assisted Suspect Maldonado and lifted him over the gate. 
Deputy Butt held him by his shirt and assisted him over the gate. Suspect Maldonado 
stood up and deputies directed him to the ground to be searched and handcuffed. 
Deputy Moguel did not recall if Suspect Maldonado had any abrasions or scratches on 
his face. Suspect Maldonado did not complain of pain. Suspect Maldonado was out of 
breath, sweating, and was speaking rapidly. The suspect appeared flustered and a bit 
panicked. She never saw Suspect Maldonado's face hit the ground. 


DEPUTY EDWIN NAVARRETE 


On March 2, 2021, Deputy Navarrete was interviewed by IAB investigators at the IAB 
office. 


On September 24, 2020, Deputy Navarrete heard a call voiced over the radio of a 
disturbance involving a fight. The call was later updated to a person with a gun. 


Deputies Pacheco and Patino advised they were Code-9 behind the suspect vehicle. 
As Deputy Navarrete and his partner responded to their location, he heard over the 
radio two suspects exited the vehicle and ran north. Deputies began to set up a 
containment in the area. 


Deputy Navarrete took a position at the east/west alley south of Washington Boulevard 
and Commerce Way. When he arrived, he saw several deputies checking the parking 
lot of the U.S. Post Office. He proceeded to their location, which was about thirty to 
forty yards from the alley. Shortly after, he heard Deputy Moguel advised she was 
detaining one of the suspects in a small walkway by the alley. He ran to the location 
and saw a Suspect Maldonado hiding behind a gate in an alcove behind the U.S. Post 
Office. Suspect Maldonado appeared surprised, out of breath, and sweaty. Deputies 
Butt and Navarrete told the suspect to keep his hands up, and he complied. Deputies 
Navarrete and Butt assisted Suspect Maldonado over the gate. They held his arms, 
while several other deputies helped bring him down safely. He did not recall seeing any 
injuries on the suspect, and he did not he hear the suspect complain of pain. He never 
saw anyone use force on the suspect and the suspect was not resisting. 


DEPUTY ANGEL SANTILLAN 
On March 1, 2021, Deputy Santillan was interviewed by IAB investigators at the IAB 


office. Deputy Santillan was represented by attorney Russell Perry, from Rains Lucia 
Stem Law Firm. 
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On September 24, 2020. Deputy Santillan was working "B" shift, which began A] 
land ended at the following morning. Although his shift had not started, 


Deputy Santillan was preparing his patrol vehicle when he heard emergent radio traffic. 
Deputy Santillan responded and took a containment spot. Once Deputy Santillan was 
relieved, he responded to the command post. It was at the command post where he 
paired up with his partner Deputy Valle. They were instructed to respond to Washington 
Boulevard and Commerce Way to contact Deputy Butt and transport a suspect to the 
hospital. 


When Deputy Santillan arrived, he was directed to Suspect Maldonado, who was 
seated in a patrol car. He transferred Suspect Maldonado to his patrol vehicle and 
noticed Suspect Maldonado had abrasions on the left side of his forehead. Suspect 
Maldonado complained of head pain (Santillan Transcripts P. 8). 


Deputies Santillan and Valle transported Suspect Maldonado to East Los Angeles 
Doctors Hospital where he was treated. Deputy Santillan was present when Suspect 
Maldonado told the doctor his head hurt. A computed tomography (CT) scan was 
performed on Suspect Maldonado which revealed no indication of a head injury. 
Deputies Santillan and Valle transported Suspect Maldonado to East Los Angeles 
Station. 


Deputy Santillan was not aware there was a deputy involved shooting until the following 
morning. 


DEPUTY LUIS VALLE 


On March 1, 2021, Deputy Valle was interviewed by IAB investigators at the IAB office. 
Deputy Valle was represented by attorney Amy Johnson, from Rains Lucia Stern Law 
Firm. 


On September 24, 2020, when Deputy Valle arrived at the station, he was advised there 
was a deputy involved shooting earlier in the shift. Deputy Valle’s partner, Deputy 
Santillan was at the station when the request for assistance went out over the radio and 
Deputy Santillan responded. Deputy Valle drove to the command post where he was 
directed by Deputy Palacios to transport one of the suspects to the hospital. Deputy 
Santillan was relieved of his post and responded to the command post to meet with 
Deputy Valle. Together they responded to the location where Deputy Butt was 
detaining the suspect. 


Deputy Butt told Deputy Valle, Suspect Maldonado was in the back seat of his patrol 
vehicle. The suspect had suffered an abrasion on his forehead and needed a clearance 
to be booked. Deputy Valle did not recall seeing an injury on Suspect Maldonado. 
Deputy Valle said Deputy Santillan was the one who removed the suspect from the 
back seat. Deputy Valle did not know anything about a head injury; however, he did 
know the suspect received a CT scan while at the hospital. The suspect was medically 
cleared and transported to East Los Angeles Station. 
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WITNESS SERGEANT DANIEL CASTRO 


On April 21, 2021, Sergeant Daniel Castro was interviewed by IAB investigators at the 
IAB office. Sergeant Castro has been assigned to East Los Angeles Station for two 
years as a field sergeant. 


On September 24, 2020, Sergeant Castro was assigned as Unit 21S, a supervisor 
primarily assigned to cover the cities of Maywood and Cudahy. He was assigned the 
"A" shift, working the hours о RN ы of the civil unrest and 
protests. He was at the end of his shift awaiting his relief when he heard emergent 
radio traffic of a person with a gun. Sergeant Castro got inside Sergeant Arellano's 
vehicle. 


Sergeant Arellano drove as they responded together from East Los Angeles Station. 
Deputies Patino and Pacheco located the suspect vehicle and were Code-9. As they 
were responding, Deputies Patino and Pacheco initiated a traffic stop at the 5600 block 
of Washington Boulevard, where two males Hispanics exited the suspect vehicle and 
ran. Sergeant Arellano drove east on Sheila Street, where they saw a sweaty male 
Hispanic with tattoos, no shirt and black pants (Suspect Herrera) standing in the middle 
of Sheila street. 


Sergeant Castro exited the passenger side of hi igle and saw the suspect on the 
ground. Sergeant Castro ran toward Берите MM o Trejo, and Jones 
who were attempting to detain Suspect Herrera. The sus; ying on his stomach 
with his arms tucked under his body. Deputies Jones M WA attempting to 
grab the suspect's arms. Deputies were giving commands for the suspect to give up his 
hands, but he was not complying. Sergeant Castro attempted to speak to the suspect, 
but the suspect told him, "Fuck you" (Castro Transcripts P.8). 


Deputy Trejo punched the suspect twice in the face and was able to gain control of the 
suspect's right arm. Deputies M- гс Jones continued to struggle with Suspect 

Herrera’s left arm. Deputy Jones punched the suspect twice on his face and was able 
to gain control of Suspect Herrera’s left arm. Deputy Mh anacuttea the suspect. 


to prevent him from thrashing. Deput: rrived and applied a Ripp Hobble on 
the suspect’s ankles to secure his feet. Sergeant Castro said the suspect resisted the 
deputies. 


Deputy Thompson was straddling -— Herrera, trying to hold his upper torso down 


Deputic А rabbed the suspect, stood him up, and walked him to a 
patrol vehicle. Sergeant Castro noticed the suspect was sweaty and dirty from having 
his face on the ground. He noticed redness and swelling on the right and left side of the 
suspect's face, but he did not recall seeing a laceration on the suspect's left cheek. 
Sergeant Arellano left the location in their patrol vehicle and responded to Commerce 
Way. Deputies ага Thompson informed Sergeant Castro they were involved in 
a foot pursuit and conducted a take down on Suspect Herrera before he was taken into 
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custody. Sergeant Castro said he never heard deputies broadcast they were in foot 
pursuit. 


Suspect Herrera was cooperative as he sat in the back seat of the patrol car, 
handcuffed with a hobble around his ankles. Sergeant Castro directed Deput 

to remain with Suspect Herrera. Sergeant Castro left the location to help search for the 
second suspect. 


Sergeant Castro said while the second suspect (Suspect Maldonado) was being taken 
into custody, he overheard Deputy Thompson make a statement to other deputies the 
suspect had shot at him. Sergeant Castro, surprised at what he heard, verified with 
Deputy Thompson the suspects had fired a gun at him (Castro Transcripts P. 27). 
Sergeant Castro did not witness any force when Suspect Maldonado was taken into 
custody. 


Sergeant Castro was concerned with some serious safety issues. He realized deputies 
were actively looking for armed suspects. He requested Deputy Trejo to advise units 
over the radio that deputies had been shot at by the suspects. After the broadcast, 
Aero personnel began to "tighten up the containment" (Castro Transcripts P. 27). 


Sergeant Castro called the watch commander, Lieutenant Lopez, and notified him of the 
force, foot pursuit, and the suspects shot at deputies. Lieutenant Lopez persistently 
asked him if deputies were involved in a shooting. Unaware deputies had fired their 
weapons, Sergeant Castro assured Lieutenant Lopez that deputies did not fire their 
weapons during the incident (Castro Transcripts P. 29). 


Sergeant Castro returned to the location where Suspect Herrera was detained, while 
Sergeant Arellano remained at the location with Suspect Maldonado. When he arrived, 
he was notified by Depu hat Suspect Herrera began to hit his head against 
the plexiglass divider and kicked the window while seated in the back seat of the patrol 
car. Deputie 07 him they sprayed Suspect Herrera with OC spray 
to get him to stop. 


Sergeant Castro said as he waited for paramedics to arrive to treat Suspect Herrera, 
Deputies Patino and Pacheco drove up in their patrol vehicle. Sergeant Castro 
overheard Deputy Patino make a remark to other deputies about him firing his weapon 
once. Sergeant Castro, shocked by what he heard, approached Deputy Patino and 
asked him if he fired his weapon at the suspects during the incident. Deputy Patino said 
"yes." Upon inquiring further, Deputy Patino told him he fired at the suspects while they 
were conducting the traffic stop. Sergeant Castro asked Deputy Patino when he was 
going to notify him he discharged his weapon. He asked Deputy Pacheco why they did 
not notify anyone. Sergeant Castro said neither Deputy Patino nor Deputy Pacheco 
had an answer and never provided him with a reason. 


Sergeant Castro then asked Deputies Patino and Pacheco why they moved their patrol 
vehicle from the scene of a deputy involved shooting. Sergeant Castro said Deputies 
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Patino and Pacheco did not have a response. He directed Deputies Patino and 
Pacheco to return their patrol vehicle to the original location, and arranged to get them 
transported to the station. 


Sergeant Castro directed Unit 26, Deputies Verduzco and Lopez, who were not involved 
in the force incident, to transport Suspect Herrera to East Los Angeles Doctors Hospital 
for a booking clearance. Sergeant Castro told Deputies Verduzco and Lopez he or 
another sergeant would meet them at the hospital. Suspect Herrera was cooperative at 
the time. 


Sergeant Bernas was directed to respond to the hospital and speak to the doctor to 
ensure everything was consistent with the reported force. 


IAB Note: Sergeant Bernas was assigned to the Crime Enforcement 
Team and is not listed on the In-Service. 


Sergeant Castro did not find any witnesses in the area. He attempted to locate 
surveillance cameras but was unable to locate any. 


Sergeant Castro said although he did not make it to the traffic stop, he was aware a 
command post was set up and he began to delegate. 


When Sergeant Arellano returned to the location, Sergeant Castro advised him deputies 
returned fire and shot at the suspects. Sergeant Castro said approximately forty five 
minutes had gone by since he responded to the assistance request. Sergeant Castro 
never heard a deputy involved shooting broadcasted over the radio. By the time he saw 
Deputies Patino and Pacheco, an hour had gone by. Sergeant Castro was not 
requested to respond to the termination of the Code-9 by deputies. Sergeant Castro did 
not think Deputy Patino was withholding information, and attributed it to him (Deputy 
Patino) being "frazzled." 


Sergeant Castro immediately called Lieutenant Lopez on his personal cell phone and 
notified him there was a deputy involved shooting. Sergeant Castro was directed by 
Lieutenant Lopez to notify Homicide Bureau; however, when Sergeant Castro arrived at 
the command post, Homicide Bureau detectives were already on the scene. Sergeant 
Castro was not aware there was a gunshot victim inside the suspect vehicle until he 
responded to the command post. 


WITNESS SERGEANT PHILLIP ARELLANO 

On April 21, 2021, Sergeant Arellano was interviewed by IAB investigators at the IAB 
office. Sergeant Arellano has been assigned to East Los Angeles Station since April 
28, 2020, as a field sergeant. 


On September 24, 2020, Sergeant Arellano was assigned to work Unit 20S, a unit 
primarily in charge of the cities of East Los Angeles and Commerce. Sergeant Arellano 
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was working the "A" shift from 0 Xm of countywide civil unrest 


and protests. 


Sergeant Arellano was at East Los Angeles Station when a pre-stop coordination 
occurred. He heard Aero was overhead broadcasting the direction of the Code-9 and 
the subsequent traffic stop, which occurred on Washington Boulevard. Once the 
suspect vehicle stopped, the suspects fled. 


Sergeant Castro was also at the station. Together, Sergeants Arellano and Castro 
responded to the area in the same supervisor vehicle and observed deputies detaining 
a suspect on Sheila Street. He stopped his vehicle at which time Sergeant Castro 
exited and ran toward the deputies. Sergeant Arellano renaj inside the vehicle and 
drove further east where he observed Deputies Jones 7 along the 
left side of the suspect оп the ground. Deputy Thompson was on the suspect's left side, 
near the suspect's feet. Deputy Trejo was on the right side of the suspect. 


Sergeant Arellano observed Deputy place a Ripp Hobble around the suspect's 
feet. Deputy Trejo had control of the suspect's right arm and had it pinned to his lower 
back. Sergeant Arellano observed Deputy Jones punch the suspect approximately two 
times in his face, and after doing so, Deputy Jones was able to gain control of the 
suspect's left arm. Deputy Jones pinned the left arm to the suspect’s back and Deputy 

BH. the suspect. Sergeant Castro kneeled near the suspect's head and 
appeared to be talking to the suspect. 


Sergeant Arellano recalled the suspect had an abrasion to his right cheek when he saw 
him; however, he did not recall seeing a laceration to the suspect's left cheek. Sergeant 
Arellano said the suspect was placed inside a patrol vehicle. He and Deputy Thompson 
formulated a plan to continue east on Sheila Street, utilizing the patrol vehicle as cover 
to clear a parking lot where they believed a second suspect was hiding. Sergeant 
Castro remained at the scene with the first suspect. 


Sergeant Arellano and Deputy Thompson cleared the parking lot. They received 
information over the radio the suspect might be hiding in the United States Post Office, 
which was located on Washington Boulevard and Commerce Way. They both 
independently responded to the post office. When Sergeant Arellano arrived, he saw 
deputies completing a pat down search on Suspect Maldonado. Suspect Maldonado 
was then placed inside a patrol vehicle. 


Once the suspect was secured, Deputy Thompson spontaneously told Sergeant 
Arellano he had never been shot at before. Sergeant Arellano, seeking clarification, 
learned the suspects shot at Deputy Thompson during the incident. Deputy Thompson 
advised Sergeant Arellano he did not retum fire, but was unsure if anyone else did. 
Sergeant Arellano asked Sergeant Castro, who also arrived at the scene, if he was 
aware of deputies being involved in a shooting (Arellano Transcripts P. 26). Sergeant 
Castro was not aware of a deputy involved shooting. 
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Lieutenant Lopez called Sergeant Castro and asked if deputies were involved in a 
shooting. Unaware a shooting had occurred, Sergeant Arellano asked Deputy Trejo to 
get on the radio and confirm if a deputy involved shooting occurred. Sergeant Arellano 
received confirmation a deputy involved shooting occurred. 


Sergeant Arellano noticed he had several missed calls from Lieutenant Lopez. When 
he called Lieutenant Lopez back, he explained deputies had not notified him a deputy 
involved shooting had occurred. 


Sergeant Arellano assumed must have had information a deputy 
involved shooting occurred since he was setting up a command post. Sergeant 


Arellano said by this time, thirty to forty minutes had transpired since the onset of the 
incident. 


Sergeant Arellano responded to the command post. When he arrived, he discovered 
Deputies Patino and Pacheco were on Sheila Street with Sergeant Castro. Sergeant 
Arellano drove to Sheila Street to brief Sergeant Castro. Sergeant Castro told Sergeant 
Arellano that Deputy Patino had just informed him he fired one round from his weapon 
during the incident. At this point they confirmed a deputy involved shooting occurred. 


Sergeants Arellano and Castro began to take steps to sequester Deputies Patino, 
Pacheco, and Thompson. Sergeant Castro told Sergeant Arellano he had already 
advised Lieutenant Lopez of the situation. 


Sergeant Arellano never responded to the termination of the Code-9 because he 
responded to the use of force location, and was trying to determine if a deputy involved 
shooting occurred. By the time he made it to the traffic stop, the crime scene was 
secured. 


Sergeant Arellano was not notified of the use of force or foot pursuit. Sergeant Arellano 
said the delay in notifications by deputies involved were the reason the information did 
not go out sooner. 


LIEUTENANT EDUARDO LOPEZ 


On April 22, 2021, Lieutenant Lopez was interviewed by IAB investigators at Internal 
Affairs Bureau. Lieutenant Lopez has been assigned to East Los Angeles Station at the 
rank of lieutenant since April 2020. 


On September 24, 2020, Lieutenant Lopez was the P.M. shift watch commander for 
East Los Angeles Station. Lieutenant Lopez heard emergent traffic broadcasted over 
the radio regarding a Code-9 coordination involving a person with a gun. He walked to 
dispatch and established the cold line with SCC. The information provided was there 
were several occupants inside the suspect vehicle. Lieutenant Lopez said an air unit 
was overhead and the information broadcasted seemed sufficient for him at the time. 
He was aware two male suspects fled from the vehicle and ran north. Aero Bureau 
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personnel broadcasted a suspect description and direction. A short time later, the 
suspects were apprehended and he disconnected the cold line. 


Lieutenant Lopez said desk personnel were monitoring L-tac radio traffic while he was 
focused on Dispatch 3 radio traffic. Lieutenant Lopez heard something about a “998 “оп 
the L-tac channel; however, he believed it was another unit from a different station who 
might have "bumped" his radio and accidently switched to East Los Angeles Station's L- 
tac channel. Deputies on L-tac requested for the Fire Department or paramedics; 
however, he remained focused on Dispatch 3. He did not recall if desk personnel 
brought the radio traffic on L-tac to his attention. 


Lieutenant Lopez was concerned he heard "998" on L-tac. He tried to review the 
recording of the radio traffic. He wanted to identify if his station was involved, if a 
command post was needed, and notifications needed to be made. He checked with the 
watch sergeant, Sergeant Inital and the field sergeant, Sergeant Castro. Sergeant 
Castro told Lieutenant Lopez he did not know anything about a "998" and no one 
mentioned anything to him about a "998." Lieutenant Lopez eventually made the 
connection after he reviewed radio traffic, and determined the "998" possibly involved 
East Los Angeles Station. 


Lieutenant Lopez did not know Sergeant Castro's specific location, or who he was with, 
nor was he aware if a supervisor responded to the termination of the Code-9. 


Lieutenant Lopez directed Sergeant Castro to ascertain with the deputies involved and 
find out what happened. Lieutenant Lopez did not recall the conversation he had with 
Sergeant Castro pertaining to the use of force and the foot pursuit. Approximately ten 
minutes later, Sergeant Castro called Lieutenant Lopez and confirmed a deputy fired 
one round at the suspects during the traffic stop. At this point, Lieutenant Lopez knew 
one of the deputies had discharged his weapon as the suspects fled from the scene. 
Lieutenant Lopez said this was approximately thirty minutes after the initiation of the 
Code-9. Lieutenant Lopez did not recall if SCC broadcast if *any deputies shot at, 10- 
37.” 


IAB Note: “10-37” is a Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department radio 
code for Identify Operator. 


Lieutenant Lopez was not aware the SCC watch commander called East Los Angeles 
Station desk personnel and asked if East Los Angeles Station deputies shot at 
someone. Lieutenant Lopez ultimately established deputies were shot at. 


Once Lieutenant Lopez confirmed there was a deputy involved shooting, he notified his 
unit commander, Captain Mejia. Lieutenant Lopez directed Sergeant Lavoie to notify 
Sheriff's Information Bureau. Lieutenant Lopez responded to the command post where 
he directed Sergeant Castro to notify Homicide Bureau; however, he did not know if 
Sergeant Castro made the notification. Lieutenant Lopez learned there were no 
deputies injured during the incident, but was unaware if the suspects were injured. He 
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was aware there was a female inside the suspect vehicle that had been injured, but was 
unaware how the injury occurred. At some point, Lieutenant Lopez became aware the 
suspects were transported to a hospital, but he could not recall when he became aware. 


Lieutenant Lopez said based on what Aero Bureau broadcasted he did not believe the 
incident involved a foot pursuit; however, he eventually learned there was a foot pursuit 
during the incident. 


Lieutenant Lopez does not recall if he made notification to Internal Affairs Bureau. 
SERGEANT JOSEPH BERNAS 


On April 28, 2021, Sergeant Bernas was interviewed by IAB investigators at the IAB 
office. Sergeant Bernas has been assigned to East Los Angeles Station as a field 
sergeant since July 2018. 


Sergeant Bernas said when he began his shift, he heard there was a shooting and knew 
& command post was set up. He responded to the command post and met with 
Sergeant Castro. Sergeant Bernas was advised a use of force occurred and the 
suspect was at East Los Angeles Doctors Hospital. Sergeant Bernas could not recall if 
Sergeant Castro or Sergeant Arellano asked him to respond to the hospital and check 
on the status of the suspect or to begin to gather information pertaining to the use of 
force. 


Sergeant Bernas responded to East Los Angeles Doctors Hospital and briefly spoke to 
the suspect, who told him he was not injured and was okay. Sergeant Bernas spoke to 
the deputies who were at the hospital with the suspect. They told him the suspect was 
cooperative and they did not need him there. Sergeant Bernas did not recall who the 
deputies were. He could not recall if the suspect had any visible injuries when he spoke 
to him. Sergeant Bernas said his role was to be present in case another use of force 
occurred. He did not ask the deputies what the initial use of force consisted of. He was 
not present when the suspect was treated by the doctor or transported back to the 
station. 


DEPUTY LOUIS GRANADOS 


On September 24, 2020, Deputy Louis Granados was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
Detectives Perez at the Risk Management Bureau office. Deputy Louis Granados was 
subsequently interviewed by IAB investigators on May 19, 2021, at the IAB office in the 
city of Commerce. He was represented by attorney Mr. Bill Hadden. 


On September 24, 2020, Deputy Granados left his office at Risk Management Bureau at 
approximately 5:00 P.M. He drove his personally owned vehicle and was not in uniform 
atthe time. He had his duty weapon and his Sheriff's Department identification card; 
however, he did not have any other equipment with him. As he drove north on Eastern 
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Avenue he noticed a patrol vehicle with lights and siren on driving south. As he 
prepared to turn east onto Washington Boulevard, he noticed a second patrol vehicle 
traveling north on Eastern Avenue, also with lights and siren on. Deputy Granados 
proceeded to travel east on Washington Boulevard and approached Commerce Way 
when he noticed a white sedan stopped at a red light. He noticed a patrol vehicle was 
directly behind it. As Deputy Granados travelled through the intersection of Washington 
Boulevard and Commerce Way, he noticed two additional patrol vehicles joined the first 
patrol vehicle. Deputy Granados saw two male Hispanics seated in the front passenger 
seat and driver's seat of the white sedan, which he identified as gang affiliated, based 
on their white tee-shirts and bald heads. 


As Deputy Granados travelled eastbound on Washington Boulevard, he looked through 
his rear view mirror. It appeared the deputies were preparing to conduct a felony traffic 
stop. Deputy Granados proceeded to the next intersection and conducted a U-turn. He 
parked his vehicle approximately one block east of Commerce Way and was about 250 
yards away from the suspect vehicle in order to watch the deputies. Deputy Granados 
said although he had not witnessed any crime being committed, he felt it would be 
beneficial to the deputies to have a witness deputy, in case something happened. 


Deputy Granados saw two male Hispanics seated in front driver and passenger seat of 
the suspect vehicle, they were wearing white tee-shirts, approximately eighteen to 
twenty one years old. They both exited the suspect vehicle. The driver then ran to the 
front of the suspect vehicle, and both suspects took off running. Deputy Granados 
heard a popping sound and saw a puff of smoke coming from the suspect, which he 
recognized as gunshots. He was not able to tell if deputies were shooting or if the 
suspects were shooting. 


As the suspects ran north between the buildings, Deputy Granados drove to Commerce 
Way and traveled north in the direction the suspects ran in order to maintain a visual on 
them. Although he did not see any children in the area, he was concerned children 
might be playing in the park north of the location. Deputy Granados parked his vehicle 
on Jillson Street facing west by a north/south alley, where the suspects ran. Deputy 
Granados exited his vehicle, and without identifying himself as a deputy, he advised the 
driver of a black sedan a shooting had occurred. He told the driver it was not safe for 
him to be there and told him they should leave. As Deputy Granados spoke to the 
person in the black sedan, he noticed one of the suspects emerged from the alley about 
seventy five yards south of him. The suspect was now shirtless, but matched the 
description of the suspect he first saw. Deputy Granados was unable to see if the 
suspect had anything in his hand. The suspect ran south through the dirt, crossed the 
traffic lanes of Washington Boulevard and onto a second dirt lot. Deputy Granados saw 
the deputies follow the suspect; however, he lost sight of them. 


Deputy Granados was provided an aerial picture of the location [EXHIBIT L] in which he 


depicted the locations he parked his vehicle and the route of travel he took during the 
incident. 
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Deputy Granados indicated he parked his vehicle behind some trees and а building in 
order to give himself cover. He did not advise anyone of what he was doing, and said 
the deputies on scene had no knowledge of his location. 


IAB investigators asked Deputy Granados if he placed himself in a cross fire situation 
with the deputies. Deputy Granados maintained cover behind the engine block of his 
vehicle and knew the risk of involving himself in the situation, but also felt he had a duty 
to the community to make sure no one was hurt. 


Deputy Granados returned to his vehicle, drove toward Washington Boulevard, and 
contacted Deputy Zamora. He called Deputy Zamora over to him and advised Deputy 
Zamora he witnessed what happened. He also checked to make sure he was okay. 
Deputy Granados, left the location, and contacted Sergeant Woodward from Risk 
Management Bureau and advised her he had witnessed a shooting. 


CIVILIAN илы | 


On October 5, 2020, Wires NN interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
Investigators Duncan and Takashima at East Los Angeles Station. She told 
investigators she sustained injuries from a bullet which skinned her over her right chest 
but stated she had no other injuries.

Witnes RI hei ust have 
een "buzzed" or something. 


M — ocs not recall seeing a gun inside the vehicle, as a result of her being 
under the influence. She recalled her vehicle stopped and said deputies never pulled 
them over. Then deputies began to shoot at their vehicle once Suspects Maldonado 
and Herrera exited the vehicle. Witnes: said it was the deputies that shot at 
her vehicle and shattered the vehicle's window. Witness BE 2id the deputies were 
scared because they did not turn on their sirens and they did not tell them to exit the 
vehicle. 


While Witness as seated in the front seat, the deputies were on the side of her 
vehicle. Witness aid Suspects Maldonado and Herrera ran north from the 
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vehicle. She then heard shots coming from that direction. Шо. i not 
know who had a weapon because she did not see one. 


CIVILIAN WITNES: 


On September 24, 2020, Witness MR 5 interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
Investigators Iberry and Hernandez at East Los Angeles Station.

An argument between Witness nd Suspect Maldonado 
began as a result of Suspect Maldonado not wanting to "NOS" it up. 


IAB Note: Nitrous Oxide (NOS) commonly known as “Laughing Gas"—- a 
safe and effective anesthetic administered to dental patients 
through a mask in an oxygen mixture, also used by people to 
feel intoxicated or high (adf.org.au). 


As they continued to argue, M pulled over into a parking lot. While in 
the parking lot everyone was listening to music and "NOS" it up. The argument 
between W inos MR Suspect Maldonado continued and he threatened to 
shoot her in the stomach.

They drove to a park in Commerce to "NOS" it. Witness {EEE ever saw anyone 
pull a weapon out during the whole incident.

As Witness 2 the 
park she saw the police were behind her. The police pulled her over and as soon as 
she stopped, both suspects exited the vehicle and ran. She was pretty sure one of 
them had a gun, but not sure who had the gun. When Suspects Herrera and 
Maldonado ran out of the vehicle, the shooting occurred. She believed it was Suspect 
Maldonado who had the gun. The window to her vehicle shattered. She described the 
weapon as black and was pretty sure the gunshots came from the location of the 
suspects. She heard two gunshots. She believed ies shot at her because she 
saw them with their guns out and believed wires lll shot by the police. 
Witness MN eoan to scream that she was shot in the neck. She began to bleed 
from the neck.

On October 5, 2020, Wios NN interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
Investigators Duncan and Takeshita at the Century Snacks business in the City of 
Commerce. 


Witness) was leaving work when she noticed a white vehicle parked in the 
parking lot off Slauson Avenue. She noticed several males and females physically 
fighting inside the vehicle. She noticed one of the males exit the vehicle with a firearm, 
ran around the vehicle and entered the vehicle again. She described him as being 


short, wearing dark or blue jeans irtless. She described the weapon as a black 
handgun not a revolver. Witnes: alled 9-1-1 and drove away. She believed 
the vehicle drove away as well and left their beers. 


Witness) cic not hear any gunshots. Witness returned to work and went 
inside the lunchroom, through the window she saw the suspect vehicle drive back and 
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the two males picked up their beers. It was at this time she obtained the vehicle license 
plate number and advised the 9-1-1 operator.

ПОС ә walking eastbound on Washington Boulevard, on the north sidewalk 
and saw several police cars make a left turn onto Washing oulevard from 
Commerce Way. Their lights and sirens were on. Witnes: irst saw a white sedan, 
and the black and whites behind the vehicle. He saw a young Hispanic lady driving the 
white vehicle, and there were several other young occupants inside. He noticed the 
vehicles stopped. As he looked back, he saw one guy jump out of the white lan and 
run towards the alleyway. The suspect was wearing a blue T-shi Mb b the 
deputies also exited their vehicles and they chased him. Witnes: еага gunshots 
less than a minute later. He continued to walk and turned back to see what was 
happening. 


Once he reached Commerce Way he proceeded northboun а saw the suspect with 
the blue jersey running towards him from the alley. мос еа out of the way 
and pushed his coworker out of the way as the suspect ran past them southbound 
Commerce Way and never saw the suspect again. He did not recall seeing anything in 
his hands. 


е ә» a second male in the alleyway, and described him as shidless, who 
was trying to get inside a red vehicle parked on the alleyway. Witnes: id not know 
if that male was able to get inside the parked vehicle. 


SUSPECT ALVARO HERRERA 


On September 25, 2020, Suspect Herrera was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
investigators in an interview room at East Los Angeles Station. On September 28, 
2020, at approximately 10:40 A.M., Suspect Herrera was interviewed by IAB 
investigators at Clara Foltz Criminal Building while in custody. Witnes — to 
her leaving she saw that the male was drinking a Modelo Black beer. 


Suspect Herrera said he ingested Xanax for anxiety, drank beer, and inhaled nitrous 
oxide prior to his contact with deputies. He said he initially did not know who was 
chasing him and felt his life was threatened, so he ran and hid. He recalled passing out 
at some point. 


Suspect Herrera recalled being tackled by deputies, who almost broke his arm. He was 
not fighting with the deputies, but he was trying to get up. Deputies were trying to move 
his hand to his back. He thought the deputies were going to pick him up, so he tried to 
get up on his own. The deputies thought he was resisting; however, he could not resist 
because his hands were already on his back. 
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Suspect Herrera lifted up his head and the deputies placed their knees on his head. Не 
initially said the deputies hit and kicked him three times in the face, but later said he was 
hit fifteen to twenty times by all the deputies present (Herrera Transcripts P. 12). 

When suspect Herrera was asked to clarify, he said he could not recall, it was a blur to 
him, and he could not remember all his thoughts. He got hit from the back, and there 
were either six people on him, or he heard six people. He said the deputies also almost 
broke his arm and leg trying to get him into a patrol car. 


Suspect Herrera said the deputies told him, "Oh, you want to run from us, you want to 
do this to me and my partner?" Suspect Herrera told the deputies, "What are you 
talking about?" The deputies told him to "Shut up, shut the fuck up." He said that was 
when the deputies were trying to break his arm as they put him in the patrol car. 

Once he was inside the patrol vehicle, a deputy opened the door and said, "Oh you 
want to do this to my partner?" (Herrera Transcripts P. 11). The deputy sprayed mace 
on his face and everywhere on his body. 


Suspect Herrera intentionally hit his head against the patrol vehicle window trying to get 
the deputies attention, because it was hot inside the patrol vehicle. Suspect Herrera 
sustained a bruised left and right eye, and had a one inch laceration to his left cheek. 
He had abrasions on his left shoulder, and bruising on his left hip. Suspect Herrera said 
he was not treated for his injuries at the scene, but was seen by a nurse at the hospital. 
Suspect Herrera told the nurse he fell.

SUSPECT MATHEW MALDONADO 


On September 25, 2020, Suspect Maldonado was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
investigators at East Los Angeles Station. On October 6, 2020, at approximately 11:30 
A.M., Suspect Maldonado was interviewed by IAB investigators at North County 
Correctional Facility while in custody. 


Suspect Maldonado was on the run and had not checked in with his parole agent. He 
decided to run from the deputies and tried to get away from them. As soon as he 
opened the car door, he heard gunshots. He was sure it was the deputies shooting, 
because no one else was shooting. 


Suspect Maldonado ran across the street, climbed a fence, and tried to hide from the 
deputies. When the deputies found him, they told him to put his hands up and asked 
him where his gun was. The deputies forced him to climb back over the fence and they 
pulled him down onto the ground. He was lying on his stomach and the deputies beat 
him. He said there were eight to nine deputies. He was hit on the back of the head and 
one deputy placed his knee on his head for approximately ten seconds. He said there 
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were two or three deputies on top of him. He told the deputies he could not breathe and 
his face was getting smashed. He was being cursed at by the deputies. Suspect 
Maldonado blacked out for three to four seconds. When he regained consciousness, 
the deputies picked him up and told him, "You're a bitch," "Fuck your hood," "Fuck you. 
Fuck White Fence. You're a bitch. You're lucky we didn't kill you," and other 
statements (Maldonado Transcripts P. 2 and 4). 


Suspect Maldonado said the comments did not bother him and he does not like cops 
(Maldonado Transcripts P. 2). He was handcuffed and placed inside the patrol 
vehicle for about twenty minutes and then taken to the hospital and treated for his 
injuries. 


Suspect Maldonado said he smoked less than a gram of marijuana approximately 
fifteen minutes before his contact with deputies. 
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
